SCHOOL REPORT. 


1 - 2 + 


Fretrow Townsmen:—The earth in its ceaseless revolution, 
has brought us again to the close of another school year; what- 
ever has been done, whether of good or evil, the task has been 
accomplished. We trust and feel, much, very much good has 
been accomplished ; indeed it would be a sad duty were we com- 
pelled to report otherwise. We have no duties imposed on us so 
sacred, so dear, as training the young mind. It isa laudible 
pride for parents to desire their children to be welland rightly edu- 
cated—parents’ are extremely sensitive on this point. Some so 
much so, asto forget in a measure, the rights and duties of them- 


selves, ‘as also that of the teacher. If the’ parent thinks the 


teacher not a proper one, his thoughts should be made known 
to the proper officers and not to the child. It gives great pleas- 
ure to report (with but two slight exceptions) that teachers, of- 


ficers, parents and pupils, one and ail have labored and worked 


in perfect harmony, this laboring securing a grand and glorious 
result. The districts, without a single exception, secured very 
interested and considerate prudential committees, who seemed 
to forget self and labored for the interest of their several dis- 
tricts. The result of their solicitous care was seen in every 
teacher they secured; their only fault, if fault at all, was getting’ 
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some quite too young in years, but not in literary abilities. 
School houses are all in good condition and well adapted to 
the wants of the several districts; many of them are superior 
and model houses, of which the town feels a just pride. There 
is one fault about our teachers, your committee would be pleased 
to see corrected; it isin their being too much confined to the 
text books; very many of our teachers the past. season had abil- 
ty sufficient to teach orally. Weshould be pleased to see them 
use the text books less; we feel satisfied it would be an advan- 
tage to the scholars. In comparing our schools with those of 
other towns, we find they are at least abreast, if not in advance 
of many of them. Of the entire number of children in town 
(of the proper school age) but 34 per cent. failed to avail them- 
selves of the advantages of our schools. This in itself is enough 
to prove the parent fully understands the great blessing the 
common school confers on our system of government. Any 
town, State or nation, keeping up this ratio of educating its pop- 
ulation cannot well fail of being powerful. “Tis said money is 
power, bué it is fictitious and devoid of intrinsical power, while 
on the other hand the liberally educated mind possesses an in- 
trinsic power overlaping all others. The following are the sepa- 
rate reports of the several districts in town, which we respect- 
fully submit for your consideration : 


DISTRICT. NQ. I. 


First term taught by Miss Belle A. Austin. ‘The school was 
disturbed twice during the term by sickness, and abruptly closed 
by sickness of teacher. Although unfortunate in this respect, 
yet a good degree of advancement in studies was manifest at the 
commencement of the second term, at which time we had an 
opportunity to examine the pupils. Had not Miss. Austin been 
among our best teachers, this would not have been the case. 
Length of term, 10 weeks; number of scholars, 26; average 
attendance, 20; deportment good. 

Second term taught by Miss Emma M. Prank. At the com- 
mencement of the term your committee feared another inter 
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ruption by sickness, as Miss Prank was not very well at the com- 
mencement, but it gives us great pleasure in reporting no draw- 
back during the entire term. Both teacher and pupils worked 
together in perfect harmony and at the examination proved 
that they had labored to good purpose. Length of term, 12 
-weeks ; number of scholars, 16; average attendance, 16; deport 
ment good. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


First and second terms taught by Miss Eva M. Reynolds. 
This was her first attempt at teaching. Your committee felt 
strong misgiving about so small and young a teacher being able 
to successfully teach so large a school, containing so many 
large pupils, yet with a little assistance she carried both terms 
through with marked ability and credit both to herself and pu- 
pils. It is rare that we have young teachers possessing qualifi- 
cations that go to make up the perfect teacher—more than Miss 
Reynolds professes. Length of both terms, 18 weeks; number 
of scholars, 43 ; average attendance, 34; deportment, first term, 
medium ; second term good. 

Third term taught by Rey. A. Burnham. Mr. Burnham 
needs no word of commendation from your committee, yet we 
cannot forbear expressing our high appreciation of the great 
favor he conferred on this school. It must have been at a great 
sacrifice on his partto leave a quiet happy * home during the 
week to mingle in the less quiet scenes of the school room, but 
what was his loss was the district's gain, for we have never ob- 
served stronger manifestations of pupil love and teacher affec- * 
tion than was manifested at the close of the term; positive ad- 
vance in all studies. The whole district appreciating his labors, 
prevailed upon him to keep four’ weeks beyoad the regular school 
term, raising the money for the same by private contribution. 
Length of term, 7 weeks’; number of scholars, 42; average at- 
tendance, 39 ; deportment, very good. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Both terms taught by Miss Ella ¥. Hanson. Miss Hanson is 
an experienced and faithful teacher ; looking after the mental and 
moral faculties of her pupils. Such a teacher, when aided by 
parents, cannot well fail in accomplishing much good. The dis- 
trict, though small and the school house located far back among 
the hills, sustained a scholastic reputation not a whit behind the 
more favored districts. This in a great measure was due to the 
tact and energy of the teacher. Length of terms, 16 weeks ; 
number of scholars, 17; average attendance, 14; deportment, 
goed. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

Lower grade, first term taught by Miss Cordelia A. Sanborn. 
Miss Sanborn is one of those superior teachers, of which we 
have but few; her merit is too fully known to need praise. The 
sciool under her care moved with the precision of clock work, 
each pupil seemed to know precisely what they had learned. 
Further comment is unnecessasy. Length of term, 10 weeks ; 
number of scholars, 65; average attendance, 50; deportment, 
very good. 

Higher grade, first term, taught by Miss Emma F. Mather. 
Miss Mather’s qualification as a teacher is of a very high order. 
A slight insubordination on the part of afew large pupils mar- 
red the otherwise htgh order of the school. It has seldom been 
our lot to witnes3 the closing exercisés ofa school, where the 
pupils exhibited stronger marks of solid, positive, and rapid im 
‘provement. With a little more backbone, Miss Mather cannot 
fail of reaching a high eminenc? as a teacher. Length of term, 
10 weeks; number of scholars, 25; average attendance, 20; 
deportment, good, 

Higher grade, second and third terms, taught by Miss Augus- 
ta H. Eaton, . Miss Eaton has taught this school many times. 
This is the strongest evidence of great merit; a strong vigorous 
teacher acknowledging no defeat where success is possible, a. 
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voice withintonation and modulation fitting her to give the finish- 
ing touch to the pupil’s educational powers. This qualification 
in a teacher is by far too much neglected. It is unnecessary for 
us to say that under the tutorage of sucha teacher, the pupil 
cannot fail of obtaining proper instruction. I report the school 
a model one. Length of both terms, 22 weeks; number of 
scholars first term, 38 ; second term, 41; average attendance, 35; 
deportment very good. | 
Lower grade, second and third term, taught by Mrs. Nancy 
M. Rowell. Mrs. Rowell’s school showed unmistakably that she 
was of that class of teachers who understand fully the duties of 
the teacher of youth. Mrs. Rowell possessés in large measure 
the happy faculty of imparting to the pupil the information she 
herself possesses. It is often the case the teacher is amply 
qualified literally to teach, but lacking the ability to impart to the 
scholar; happily this is not the cas? with Mrs. Rowell. We were 
more than satisfied with herlabors in this school. The school 
ever since it has been in the new house has been under the care 
of superior teachers. This measurably’ is the reason 
why the two schools in district No. 4,’ appear far better 
than they used to when divided. Length of both terms, 22; 
a of scholars, 65; third term, 60; average attendance, 
; deportment, very good. 


DISTRICT NO. 


First term taught by Miss Abbie Gile. This was Miss Gile’s 
first attempt at teaching; though not quite qualified 1 in all branch- 
es, yet there is a doubt whether the district ever had a teacher 
possessing more qualifications that go to make up the successful 
teacher than Miss Gile, by reviewing the studies. she is sensible 
she ought. She cannot fail of becoming a teacher to be 
sought for. Though the term was short and’schoo] small, the 
closing exercises proved to your committee the above assertion. 
Length of term, 7 weeks ; number of scholars, 14; average’ at- 
tendance, 12; deportment, good. | 
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Socond term, taught by Miss Carrie I. Furber. Miss Furber 
came to the district having the experience of two terms at teach- 
ing. She fully sustained the high hopes and expectations we 
had entertained. The school was large, containing many large 
scholars, yet she carried it through with tact and marked ability. 
There was not a pupil in school from the youngest to the oldest, 
~ but showed very great improvement. Miss Furber is one of 
those natural teachers and cannot fail of giving satisfaction 
wherever employed as a teacher. We found some of the best 
scholars in town in this district, also one of the largest and best 
spelling classes. Length of term, 10 weeks ; number of scholars 
22; average attendance, 19; deportment very good. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


First term taught by Miss Nellie E. Gault. The school was 
small and the term short,- under these circumstances not much 
progress could be expected, yet proved to be quite an advance in 
the studies pursued and was very creditable to Miss Gault’s 
ability asa teacher. This was her first attempt at teaching. 
Length of term, 8 weeks ; number of scholars, 10; average at- 
tendance, 7; deportment good. 

Second term taught by Mrs. F. A. Averill. Mrs. Averill was 
an old experienced teacher of much merit, the school under her 
charge improved very much. It is rare a district so small is 
able to secure a teacher so well qualified as is Mrs. Averill. 
Length of term, 8 weeks ; number of scholars, 19; average at- 
tendance, 17; deportment very good. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Both terms taugot by Miss Carrie F. Furber. This was her 
first attempt at teaching. We always feel very anxious 
when a young inexperienced teacher enters into the school room 
as a teacher, but I had no misgivings in Miss Furber’s case.. I

Was satisfied from the start she would sustain herself. She did 


so not only to our satisfaction but pupils and parents also—this’ 


was proved on the part of parents by raising by private contri- 
butién funds sufficient to keep about eleven weeks of the second 
term, asthe district know how to appreciate the services ofa 
good teacher. This act on their part speaks louder in Miss 
Furber’s favor, than anything we mightsay. Length of both terms 
22 weeks; number of scholars, 13; second term, 21; average 


attendance, 21; deportment very good. ,
